Course A. From Starting Line, leaving Spindle on Tom 
Moore's, Tinker's Island and Bell Buoy (off Pig Rocks) on star- 
board, to Graves' Whistling Buoy, leaving it on port, thence to Mark 
Boat placed eight miles E. f N. from Graves' Whihtling Buoy, and 
eight miles S. E. | S. from Marblehead Rock, leaving it on port, to 
Finish Line. Distance 24 miles. 

Course B. From Starting Line, the reverse of Course A, leaving 
all marks on the opposite hand, to Finish Line.

Definitions and Limitations of Knockabouts Adopted by the 
Knockabout Association. 



TWENTY-ONE FOOT CLASS. 



A Knockabout boat is a seaworthy keel boat (not to include fin 
keel) decked or half-decked, of fair accommodations, rigged simply 
without bowsprit, and with only mainsail and one head sail. The 
load water-line length shall not exceed 21 feet. The beam at the 
load water-line shall be at least seven and not more than eight feet. 
The free-board shall be not less than 20 inches. The forward side 
of mast at the deck shall be not less than live feet from the forward 
end of the load water-line. The planking, including deck, shall be 
not less than three-quarters of an inch thick, finished. The frames 
shall be not less than one inch square, and spaced not more than 
twelve inches on centers. The deadwood shall be filled in. The 
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rudder shall be hung on stern post. The outside ballast shall be 
not less than 3,500 pounds. The limits of free-board, beam, plank- 
ing, frames, deadwood, rudder, place of mast and amount of outside 
ballast shall not exclude any existing knockabout boats which other- 
wise come within the restri<5lions. 



THE SAIL AREA RULE. 

The actual sail area shall lie not over 500 sqUare feet, not over 
400 square feet of which shall be in the mainsail. The Inspector 
shall be provided with a correct sail plan of any boat to be meas- 
ured, and previous to measurement the owner shall cause distin- 
guishing marks, satisfaclory to the Inspe<5lor, to be placed on the 
spars as follows : 

Qn the mast at the tack and iat the throat of the mainsail; on the 
boom at the clew of the mainsail; on the gaff at the peak of the 
mainsail. No part of the mainsail shall be allowed to extend be- 
yond these marks. The marks shall be black bands painted around 
the spars in a manner satisfactory to the Inspector. The lower and 
inner edges of the bands shall be the limits of the sail. The area 
of the jib shall be considered to be the area of the forward triangle, 
viz : the product of one-half the distance from the attachment of 
the tack to the stem to the forward side of the mast at the tack 
mark of the mainsail, multiplied by the distance from the upper edge 
of the said tack mark to the bottom of the jib halliard block. 

Only mainsail and working jib shall be allowed, but a storm jib 
may be substituted for the working jib. 

Knockabout boats already launched, and whose sail plans comply 
with the sail area rule, adopted in 1894, shall not be obliged to 
change their sail plans to conform to the present rule.

TWENTY-ONE FOOT RACING CLASS. 

ADOPTED JANUARY 4th, 1 898. 



DEFINITION. 

A boat of this class is intended to be a seaworthy boat with cabin 

house and fair accommodations. With water tight standing room, or 

air tanks of sufficient capacity to float the boat when full of water. 

Rigged simply with only mainsail, forestaysail, or jib and spinnaker. 

LENGTH L. W. L. 
The length of the load water-line with full equipment shall not 

exceed 21 feet. 

BEAM L. W. L. 

The beam at the load water-line, in keel boats, shall be at least 7 
feet, and in centreboard boats at least 7 feet 9 inches. 

FREE-BOARD AND HOUSE. 

The free-board shall be not less than 20 inches on the said respec- 
tive required beams; a redudHon of i inch on the free-board allowed 
for every increase of 4 inches in beam respectively. 

The cabin house shall have a length of at least 7 feet, and a width 
equal to 60% of the greatest beam on deck, a height at the forward 
end of at least 6i inches, and at the after end of at least 9 inches 
above the deck; provided, that in case the free-board exceeds the 
requirements, such excess may be deducted from the required 
height of the cabin house. 

BALLAST AND DRAFT. 
For centreboard boats the draft shall be not less than three feet 
for at least five feet length of keel, the total outside fixed ballast 
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shall be not less than 3,000 pounds. For keel boats, the draft shall 
not exceed 6 feet, the outside ballast shall be not less than 3,500 
pounds. CertiBcate of weight of ballast shall be furnished the 
Measurer by designer and builder. The fin shall not be counted in 
the required weight of ballast, and no fin shall be less than one- 
half inch in thickness. 

SCANTLINGS, PLANKING AND CONSTRUCTION. 

The keel, stem, frames, house and deck beams shall be of oak, or 
its equivalent in strength. 

The frames shall be not less than one square inch, deck beams 
not less than i^ square inch se(Slion, house beams not less than | of 
a square inch se<5Hon. 

The spacing of frames, deck and house beams to be not more 
^han 9 inches, centre to centre. 

The planking, including deck, and the side of house, shall be not 
less than | of an inch thick; the top of house shall be not less than 
I of an inch, finished. 

Deck clamps shall run from stem to stern, with a minimum cross 
secSlion of 4 square inches for at least one-half the length ; also, 
bilge stringers of at least 4 square inches cross se<5lion shall run for 
at least one-half the extreme length of the boat, amidships. Clamps 
and stringers to be of yellow pine or its equivalent in strength. 

SAILS. 
The acSlual sail area shall be not over 600 square feet, and not 
over 480 square feet of adlual sail area shall be in the mainsail. 
The Inspector shall be provided with a correcSlsail plan of any boat 
to be measured, and -previous to measurement the owner shall cause 
distinguishing marks, satisfadlory to the Inspedlor, to be placed on 
the spars as follows : 
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On the mast at the tack, and at the throat of the mainsail; on 
the boom at the clew of the mainsail; on the gaflf at the peak of 
the mainsail. No part of the mainsail shall be allowed to extend 
beyond these marks. The marks shall be black bands painted 
around the spars in a manner satisfadlory to the Inspedlor. The 
inner edge of the bands shall be the limits of the sail. 

The acftual area of the jib shall be measured. 

The extreme distance in feet from mast to end of spinnaker 
boom when in position as used, shall be not more than 400 divided 
by the distance in feet from deck to throat of spinnaker halliard 
block. 

No battens over 30 inches in length allowed to be used in sails. 

EQUIPMENT. 

Equipment to include anchor not less than 25 pounds, and cable 

of not less than 30 fathoms of i^ inch rope; also bucket, pump, 

compass, fog-horn, boat-hook, lead and line, lantern and three 

life preservers. 

CREW. 

The crew is limited to three persons, including the helmsman, 
(who must be an amateur; not more than one shall be a profes- 
sional). 

OTHER BOATS ACCEPTED. 

All boats now existing, that have been accepted by the Inspecflor 
under previous rules, and all boats now existing or in the process of 
construdlion that comply with the present rule of the Beverly 
Yacht Club, shall be accepted as complying with these rules, and 
may carry sail in accordance with these restridlions; and all boats 
built on the lines and specifications of W. B. Stearns, as accepted by 
the Seawanhaka Yacht Club, and carrying not more than 550 feet of 
sail, shall be accepted as complying with these restridlions. 
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TWENTY-FIVE FOOT CLASS. 

ADOPTED NOVEMBER 1 8th, 1 897. 



DEFINITION. 
The boats of this class are intended to be comfortable cruising 
vessels, not to include fin keels, of good accommodation and mod- 
erate sail area, the aim being to encourage cruising and racing in a 
seaworthy type of boat. 

1— LENGTH L. W. L. 

The length on the load water-line not to exceed 25 feet, to be 
measured with all fixtures and equipments, as specified, on board 
and in position, and with crew aboard, averaging 150 pounds to 
each man. 

All boats to be marked at points of immersion on bow and stern 
by Measurer, with marks easily distinguishable. 

2— BEAM L. W. L. 
The greatest beam at load water-line to be not less than 8 feet 
for a keel boat, and 8 feet 9 inches for a centreboard boat. The 
Measurer to mark the position of this point, by a small copper nail 
or other mark, three inches above L. W. L. 

3-FREE- BOARD. 

The free-board not to be more than 30 inches at point of greatest 

beam. 

4— BALLAST. 

Outside fixed ballast to weigh not less than 6,000 pounds for a 

boat of 8 feet L. W. beam and for each full inch of increase in the 

load water beam the outside fixed ballast may be decreased fifty 
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pounds; provided, however, that the outside fixed ballast for any 
keel boat shall not weigh less than 5,500 pounds, and for any cen- 
treboard boat shall not weigh less than 4,500 pounds. Certificates 
shall be furnished to the Inspedlor by designer and builder as to 

weight of ballast. 

5 -CENTREBOARD. 

The centreboard, if of wood, must not be weighted more heavily 

than is necessary to sink it readily. If of metal, must not exceed 

|-inch thickness. The board or the box must not come through ' 

the cabin floor. 

6 -DRAFT. 

The draft for keel boat shall not exceed 6 feet. For a centre- 
board boat the draft exclusive of the board shall not be more than 
4 feet 9 inches, and board must be entirely housed when up. 

7- MAST. 

Forward side of mast at deck shall not be less than 5 feet from 

forward end of L. W. L. 

8-DECK. 

To be wholly decked, except the space taken up by trunk, cockpit 

and hatches. The cockpit to be water tight, with scuppers draining 

outboard. 

9-CABIN HOUSE. 

The cabin house or trunk and fittings must be permanent, its 
inside length shall not be less than 10 feet. 

10-CABIN FLOOR. 
The cabin floor shall be continuous for the length of cabin, with 
greatest width of at least 2 feet 4 inches between opposite frames. 
The top of floor to be not less than 4 feet in a keel boat, and 3 feet 
9 inches in a centreboard boat, below the level of the underside of 
plank-sheer at any cross se(5tion. 
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U-HEAD ROOM. 

The least vertical height, from any point amidships on cabin 
floor to the topside of house beams to be not less than 6 feet. 

12— FIXTURES. 

The cabin to be at least 8 feet in length and at each end to have 
substantial partitions of wood. To be furnished with lockers and 
permanent transoms or berths for the accommodation of two per- 
sons. The forecastle to have at least one folding berth. Each 
boat to have a suitable water closet, refrigerator and dish locker. 

13— RUDDER. 

The rudder shall extend below the water-line to a point within 6 
inches of the greatest draft of the boat and shall be hung against the 
stern post, deadwood or ballast the entire depth of the rudder. 

14-SCANTLINGS. 

Frames oak not less than i|xi^, to be spaced not more than I2 
inches on centres. Deck beams oak not less than 2 square inches, 
finished, to be spaced not more than I2 inches on centres. If the 
frames are spaced closer than I2 inches on centres a proportional 
reduction in size is allowed. 

Beams of cabin house oak 2 square inches, finished, to be spaced 
not more than I2 inches on centres. Bilge stringers and deck 
clamps to be required. There shall be suitable floor timbers spaced 
not more than I2 inches on centres from mast to aft of ballast. 
The construdlion generally to have sufficient strength to insure sea- 
worthiness. 

15-PLANKING. 

The planking deck and hull to be not less than i-inch, finished. 
Planking on top of house to be not less than |-inch thick, finished. 
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The outside of the hull to be planked with southern long leaf 
pine; if planked with mahogany, cedar, soft pine, or other soft 
wood, the thickness to be i inch, finished. 

16-SAILS. 

The rig to be restridled to lower sails of not more than 800 square 
feet, of which not more than 640 square feet of actual sail area shall 
be in the mainsail. Storm sails may be substituted for working 
sails, and a triangular spinnaker may be used, but not as a balloon 
jib. Previous to measurement, the owner shall cause distinguishing 
marks — black bands, one inch wide, painted around the spars — to 
be placed on the mast, boom and gaflf at corners of mainsail. On 
the forestay, level with the head of the jib, a suitable mark shall be 
fixed. The halliard block for the spinnaker shall not be more than 
30 feet from the deck. 

The area of the jib shall be considered to be the area of the for- 
ward triangle, viz. : the produdl of one-half the distance from the 
attachment of the tack to the boat, to the forward side of the mast 
at the tack mark of the mainsail, multiplied 'by the distance from 
the upper edge of the said tack mark to the jib stay mark. 

No part of the mainsail shall at any time extend beyond the inner 
edges of the marks. No part of the jib shall extend above mark on 
stay. 

Any rounding or roaching of the edges of any sail shall be in- 
cluded in the area of sail. 

17-SPINNAKER BOOM. 

The length of spinnaker boom, from outhaul attachment to centre 
line of boat as in use and swung out square, must not exceed 25 
feet. 
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18-EQUIPMENT. 

In addition to the fixtures, etc., before specified, the boat shall 
be provided with a complete cruising equipment, all of which must 
be on board and in their proper places when the boat is measured, 
and no part of which shall be removed or used to change the trim 
for racing. 

Two anchors, the total weight of which shall be not less than loo 
pounds, one of which is to be kept forward. 

Thirty fathoms of I i-inch cable or 5-16-inch chain, to be kept 
forward, and suitable windlass or capstan. Also fifty fathoms of 
2 i-inch cable. 

Water tank of at least 30 gallons capacity with proper connec- 
tions. 

Stove and utensils for cooking for four persons. 

Table, dishes and ware, and other necessary articles. 

Boat-hook, bucket, compass and binnacle, side and anchor lights, 
fog-horn, pump properly rigged for immediate use. 

Two serviceable life preservers. 

The cabin transoms or berths to be provided with cushions or 
mattresses and four pairs of blankets. 

19-CREW. 

The crew is limited to four persons including the helmsman, who 
must be an amateur. 

Not more than one shall be a professional. 

Boats existing December i, 1897, which comply with these re- 
stridions to satisfy the Board of Judges, may be admitte d to the 
class.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

Corinthian Yacht Club. 



ARTICLE I. 



The name of this Corporation shall be the Corinthian Yacht 
Club. The headquarters of the Club shall be at Marblehead, Mass. 

ARTICLE II. 



The officers of the Club shall consist of a Commodore, Vice 
Commodore, Rear Commodore, Secretary, who shall also adl as 
clerk of the Corporation, Treasurer, Measurer and the following 
Committees : an Executive Committee, with the power of Diredlors> 
consisting of the Commodore, Vice Commodore, Treasurer, Chairman 
of the Regatta Committee, Chairman of the House Committee, and 
two other members of the Club; a Membership Committee, consist- 
ing of the Commodore, Rear Commodore and Secretary, ex-officiis^ 
and four other members; a Regatta Committee, consisting of five 
members; a House Committee, consisting of the Commodore and 
Vice Commodore, ex-officiis^ and three other members; and a Board 
of. Judges, consisting of five members. 

(47) 
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ARTICLE III. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Club shall be elected at the annual meeting, 
which shall be held on the second Wednesday in January. • They 
shall be eledled by ballot, and shall, with the exception of the House 
Committee, hold office for one year, or until their successors have 
been duly ele<5led. At the annual meeting in January, 1894, there 
shall be ele<5led one member of the House Committee to serve one 
year, one member to serve two years, one member to serve three 
years, and at each annual meeting thereafter one member shall be 
eledled to serve three years. Vacancies in any committees, except 
the Executive Committee, may be filled by the members of the 
committee in which the vacancy occurs. Vacancies in the Executive 
Committee and the officers may be filled at any meeting, notice 
having been sent to each member. 

ARTICLE IV. 

COMMODORE. 

It shall be the duty of the Commodore to take command of the 
squadron, and to preside at all meetings. He may call a meeting of 
the Club at his pleasure, and shall do so at the request Of three 
members, two of whom shall be owners of yachts. 

ARTICLE V. 

VICE COMMODORE. 

It shall be the duty of the Vice Commodore to assist the Commo- 
dore in the discharge of his duties, and to officiate in his absence. 
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ARTICLE VI. 

REAR COMMODORE. 

It shall be the duty of the Rear Commodore to assist the Commo- 
dore and Vice Commodore in the discharge of their duties and to 
officiate in their absence. 

ARTICLE VII. 

SECRETARY. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary : 

To keep a record of the proceedings of all meetings of the Club 
in a book provided for that purpose. 

To keep a corre<5l roll of all the members. 

To keep a list of the name, dimensions, rig and ownership of each 
yacht enrolled in the Club. 

To notify members eledl of their eledlion, and to notify eacli 
member of every meeting and regatta. 

To file all documents, records, reports and comiAunications con- 
nected with the business of the Club. 

To have Club books printed and distributed to the members. 

To a(5l as Secretary of the Membership Committee. 

In case of inability to attend any meeting, to cause the necessary 
books and papers to be conveyed to the place of meeting. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

TREASURER. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all inoneys payable 
to the Club, except the Club-house dues, and at his discretion to 
employ a suitable person to colle<5l all delinquent dues; to pay all 
bills which have been approved by the Executive Committee, except 
those of the House Committee; and no bill shall be paid by the 
Treasurer until so approved. 
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To keep a corre(5l account of all the financial transactions of the 
Club in a book provided for that purpose. 

To make a detailed report at each annual meeting of the receipts 
and expenditures of the Club. 

On or before the first day of April, to render a bill to each mem- 
ber of the Club of his dues for the current year. 

All moneys collected for regattas shall be paid to the Treasurer 
and all cash prizes shall be paid by the Regatta Committee by checks 
or drafts on the Treasurer. 

ARTICLE IX. 

.REMISSION FOR DUES. 

The dues of the Secretary and Treasurer shall be remitted each 
year, and such sums shall be allowed them for clerical assistance as 
the Executive Committee may appropriate. 

ARTICLE X. 

MEASURER. 

It shall be the duty of the Measurer to measure all yachts enrolled 
in the Club. He shall be on the Judges' boat at least one hour 
before the time set for the starting of every race, and shall be 
prepared to measure yachts at the dire<5lion of the Judges. He 
shall remain subje(5l to the orders of the Judges until released by 
them. He shall make returns of all measurements to the Chairman 
of the Regatta Committee, and shall send duplicate returns to the 

Club Secretary. 

ARTICLE XI. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to have charge 
of all property, real and personal, belonging to the corporation 
and sign all documents, papers, etc., relating to the same. 
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They shall apportion all money to be expended by the Regatta 
Committee and House Committee as they shall think to be for the 
best interest of the Club. All bills against the Club, except those 
of the House Committee, shall be certified by the members con- 
tra(5ling such bills. They shall then be referred to the Executive 
Committee, and no bill shall be paid until approved by that com- 
mittee and countersigned by two members thereof. 

The Executive Committee shall audit the Treasurer's, House 
Committee's, and all other aqpounts and make a report at the 
annual meeting. 

ARTICLE Xn. 

MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE. 

New members shall be eledled by the Membership Committee, 
which shall consist of four owners of yachts and three who are not 
owners. 

Each candidate for admission must be proposed and seconded in 
writing, the name and address of the candidate, with the names of 
the members proposing and seconding him, to be sent to the 
Secretary. 

Candidates to be elected members must receive six affirmative 
votes of the Membership Committee. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

REGATTA COMMITTEE. 

It shall be the duty of the Regatta Committee to arrange all 
regattas, make regulations for the government of the same in 
accordance with the Racing Rules of the Club, award all prizes and 
decide all protests. 
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As soon as may be after their eledljon, the Committee shall or- 
ganize, by the choice of a Chairman and Secretary. The Chairman 
of the Committee shall issue notices of all meetings of the Regatta 
Committee. 

On the decision ©f a race, the Chairman of the Regatta Committee 
shall send, within three days, an official notice of the same to the 
Club Secretary, the Treasurer and the owners of the winning yachts. 

At the annual meeting, the Committee shall make a report, cov- 
ering their work for the past year. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

HOUSE COMMITTEE. 

It shall be the duty of the House Committee to prescribe and 
enforce such rules and regulations as they shall deem necessary for 
the proper government of the Club-house, and post the same in some 
conspicuous place therein. They shall seledl and employ a superin- 
tendent and such other employees as th^y shall deem necessary, and 
shall determine their compensation. They shall regulate the prices 
of food and refreshments, and charges of all kinds at the Club- 
house. They shall coUedl all Club-house dues, and pay all bills 
contracted by them for the benefit of the Club-house and make 
their return to the Treasurer on or before November ist of each 
year. 

As soon as may be after their ele<5tion, they shall organize by the 
choice of a Chairman and Secretary. The Secretary of the Com- 
mittee shall keep a corredl account of all the receipts and expenses 
of the Club-house, in a book provided for that purpose. At the 
annual meeting, the Committee shall make a report of their receipts 
and disbursements, and all other matters relating to the management 
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of the Club-house, and they shall present a statement of their 
receipts and expenses at each meeting of the Executive Committee 
from June to September, inclusive. 

ARTICLE XV. 

BOARD OF JUDGES. 

On the day of the race, the Judges shall take charge of the race- 
and of all yachts sailing therein, and they shall decide all questions 
necessary to its manageihent. 

Upon the decision of a race, the Chairman of the Board of Judges 
shall notify the Chairman of the Regatta Committee of the prize- 
winners. He shall post the summary in the Club-house and shall 
send a copy of the same to the Chairman of the Regatta Committee. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

NOMINATING COMMlTfEE. 

At least four weeks previous to the annual meeting, a special 
meeting shall be called to ele<5l a committee to nominate officers for 
the ensuing year, and to prepare and put in shape questions which 
are to be voted upon at the annual meeting. 

The Nominating Committee shall prepare their list of officers, and 
return the same to the Club Secretary in time so that it may be sent 
out to members with the notices of the annual meeting. 

ARTICLE XVII. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

No person under twenty-one years of age shall be eligible for 
membership, except yacht owners who shall be at least eighteen, 
and no candidate who has been rejected shall be again proposed for 
membership within six months thereafter. The number of members 
not owning yachts shall be limited to three hundred and fifty. 
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ARTICLE XVIII. 

HONORARY MEMBERS. 

By a unanimous vote at an annual meeting, Honorary Member- 
ship may be conferred upon any person retiring from adlive mem- 
bership with honorable . discharge, or upon any person not a 
member whose position or achievements are such as to entitle him 
to such mark of esteem. Honorary members shall enjoy all the 
privileges of the Club except voting at meetkigs and shall be exempt 
from all dues. 

ARTICLE XIX. 

QUORUM. 

A quorum shall consist of ten members. 
ARTICLE XX. 

VOTING. 

Upon questions diredlly affecting the Racing Rules, and the 
government of yachts and regattas, only yacht owners shall vote; 
each yacht being represented by one owner. 

At the eledlion of officers and upon all other questions, each 
member shall have one vote. 

ARTICLE XXI. 

AMENDMENT. 

This constitution may be amended at any meeting by giving due 
notice, but no amendment shall be valid until approved at a subse- 
quent meeting. 
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By-Laws. 



CHAPTER I. 



Each candidate for membership in the Club, on his ele(5lion, shall 
be enrolled a member on payment of the sum of thirty-five dollars, 
which shall include his dues for the current year; and he shall be 
entitled to none of the privileges of the Club until his dues are 
paid. Failure to make this payment within thirty days shall render 
such ele<5lion null and void. Each subsequent annual payment 
shall be fifteen dollars and shall become due at the annual meeting 
of each year. Any member whose dues are unpaid May 1st shall be 
debarred from any further privileges of the Club and his name shall 
be posted in the Club-house until his dues are paid. If his dues 
remain unpaid July ist, his name shall be dropped from the list of 
members, unless excused by the Executive Committee, and his 
membership in the Club shall cease. Any member joining after 
November ist shall not be liable for the dues of the current year. 
Any member whose indebtedne^ to the House Committee remains 
unpaid November ist shall, unless excused by the Executive Com* 
mittee, be dropped from the Club. 
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Any member may become a life member on the payment to the 
Club of the sum of One Hundred and Fifty Dollars. 

Members who are absent from the United States during the whole 
fiscal year, commencing on the second Wednesday in January, shall 
be exempt from their dues for such year, provided they give notice 
of their intended absence to the Secretary. 

CHAPTER U. 

ENROLLMENT AND CHANGE OF OWNERSHIP. 

Any yacht measuring not less than sixteen feet on the water-line, 
owned wholly or in part by a member of the Club, may be enrolled 
in the yacht squadron upon the owner or owners filing with the 
Secretary*"a description of the yacht. 

Each member upon buying or selling a yacht, or an interest 
therein, shall give notice of the same to the Secretary. A member's ; 
purchase of a partial interest in a yacht not already enrolled in the 
Club shall not entitle such yacht to entry in a Club Regatta, until 
5uch ownership shall have been recorded with the Secretary for at 

least thirty days. 

CHAPTER III. 

CLUB SIGNAL. 

The signal of the Club shall be a pointed burgee, its width being 
two-thirds of its length. It is divided into three triangles; the pne 
next to the luff being white, the center red and the end blue. The 
base of the white triangle on the top of the burgee is three-eighths 
its: length on top; the base of the red one-quarter, and the base of 
the blue three-eighths. The apex of the three triangles meeting at 
the bottom of the luff. In the center of the white triangle there 
shall be a blue star, the diameter being one-quarter the length of 
the luff. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

EMBLEM AND PENNANTS. 

The emblem of the Club is Pegasus, the flying horse. The motto 
is "^/ certar^ pares^ et respondere parati" The Commodore's 
pennant is a swallow tail with the Club emblem in white on a blue 
tield and three stars parallel with the staff. The Vice Commodore's 
is the emblem in white on a red field and two stars. The Rear 
Commodore's is the emblem in blue on a white field and one star. 

CHAPTER V. 

NOTICES. 

Notices of the annual meeting shall be sent to every member at 
least seven days previous to the meeting; of all special meetings at 
least three days before such meetings, and of all regattas at least 
six days before such regattas. 

A full statement of any proposed amendments to the Constitution, 
By-laws or Racing Rules shall be inserted in such notice. 

CHAPTER VI. 

FLEET CAPTAIN. 

The Fleet Captain shall be appointed by the Commodore dnd be 
his executive officer. He shall hold office until his successor be ap- 
pointed. 

CHAPTER Vn. 

EXPULSIONS. 

In case of any occurrence injurious to the welfare of the Club, the 
name or names of any member or members implicated therein may 
be removed from the list of members, by a vote of the majority of 
the Executive Committee, provided that he or they shall have been 
heard or offered a hearing. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Resignations must be made in writing to the Secretary before the 
annual meeting in each year, and no resignation shall be accepted 
until the member is clear of all indebtedness to the Club. No 
resignation received after the annual meeting shall relieve the mem- 
ber presenting it from his annual dues for the current year, 

CHAPTER IX. 

AMENDMENT. 

These By-laws may be amended at any meeting provided due 
notice has been given. 
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Racing Rules. 



RULE I. 

The Regatta Committee shall appoint the dates for all regattas, 
and make all necessary arrangements for the same. They may 
make any regulations for the government of regattas which they 
deem useful, in accordance with the Racing Rules of the Club. 

The Board of Judges shall have charge of the race, and of all 
yachts sailing therein; and they shall decide all questions necessary- 
to the immediate management of the race. Their decisions shall be 
based upon the Racing Rules, and the supplementary regulations 
laid down for their guidance by the Regatta Committee, so far as 
these will apply; but as no rule can be devised capable of meeting 
every incident and accident of sailing, the Regatta Committee and 
Judges shall keep in view the ordinary customs of the sea, and 
discourage all attempts to win a race by other means than fair 
sailing and superior speed and skill. 

If any yacht be disqualified, the prize shall be awarded to the 
next in order. The Judges shall decide on the prize-winners as 
soon as possible after the conclusion of the race, and they shall 
notify the Regatta Committee of their decision. They shall post 
their decision in the Club- house as soon as made. 
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RULE 2. 

APPLICATION. 

Yachts entered in a race shall be amenable to these Rules from 
the time the preparatory signal is given. 

These rules shall apply to all yachts sailing in a race, whether in 
the same or in different classes. 

All yachts belonging to the Club not sailing in a race, shall keep 
out of the way of yachts in the race, and to the leeward of them. 

RULE 3. 

POSTPONEMENT. 

The Judges shall have power to postpone any race, should un- 
favorable weather render such a course desirable. 

RULE 4. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

Yachts shall be divided into classes according to water-line length 
as follows : 

First Class. Yachts 25 feet and less than 30 feet. 

Second Class. Vachts 21 feet and less than 25 feet. 

Third Class. Yachts 16 feet and less than 21 feet. Jib and 
Mainsail rig. 

Fourth Class. Yachts 16 feet and less than 21 feet, other than 
Jib and Mainsail rig. 

Knockabout Classes, 21 feet and 25 feet. Knockabouts ac- 
cording to the definition and limitations adopted by the Club, and 
to be raced under the present rules of the Knockabout Association. 

If a yacht has no competitor in her own class, she may enter at 
her usual rating the class of the next lower number in which there 
may be a starting yacht. 
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RULE 5. 

MEASUREMENT. 

The water-line length shall be taken from point of immersion 
forward, to point of immersion aft. In cases where any portion of 
the rudder or rudder-post projects above the water, such portion 
shall not be included in the water-line length. 

The maximum number of crew and weight of ballast which the 
owner ele<5ls to carry in any race shall be on board at time of 
measurement. 

The weight of the crew shall average one hundred and fifty 
pounds for each person, which may be substituted by dead weight, 
and shall be placed amidships at the point of the greatest beam at 
the water-line, or in such position as to place the yacht in racing 
trim, as may be dirt'6led by the Measurer. 

The ballast shall be fixed and in its proper position. 

The centreboard shall be up. 

The application of this rule shall not force any boats in existence 
or in process of constru<5lion January loth, 1898, into a higher class. 

The sail area is to be ascertained by taking a perpendicular along 
the after side of the mainmast, from the under side of the gafftopsail 
block or sheave on topmast, to the upper side of boom, when resting 
on the saddle, or on the lowest part of goose neck; the distance .of 
which point from the main deck or house deck is to be recorded by 
the Measurer, together with the other points used in measurement. 
In all yachts the forward point of measurement of the base-line 
shall be midway between the intersedlion of the bowsprit and jib 
topsail stay, and the center of the tack cringle of the jib or flying 
jib, when set. In all cases where the extreme length of the spin- 
naker boom exceeds the distance from the forward side of the 
forward mast to the forward point of measurement, such excess 
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shall be added to the base-line. The after point of measurement 
shall be the end of the main boom in schooners, cutters and sloops 
and of the mizzen boom in yawls. The main topmast shall be 
measured from the hounds of the lower mast to the lower side of 
the topsail halyard block or sheave, and eighty per cent, of this 
length shall be taken from the extreme length of the main gafif 
measured from the inside of the jaws, to the after end, the remain- 
der of the gaff being added to the base-line, as measured above. 
The area from these figures is obtained by multiplying the correc5led 
base by the perpendicular, and dividing by two. To the square root, 
of the area, as ascertained, add the water-line length, and divide 
the produdl by two. The result is the measurement for time 
allowance. 

In measuring boats without topmasts, the perpendicular is to be 
measured to the highest point of attachment of the uppermost hal- 
yard block on the mast, and in such boats the point of attachment 
of the throat halyard block shall be the point of measurement, cor- 
responding to the hounds. In measuring boats without head sails, 
the after side of the forward mast is to be taken as the forward point 
of the base-line. 

In cases of different rigs sailing together, yawls shall be rated for 
time allowance at seven-eighths of their racing measurement. 

No change of spars shall be made on the day of a race, except in 
case of accident, in which case notice of the change shall be given 
to the Regatta Committee before the preparatory signal, and the 
new spars shall be of the same length as those for which they are 
substituted. 

The Measurer, at the time of making his measurement, shall make 
a distin<5live mark at each end of the water-line. 

No yacht shall enter a regatta of this Club until she has been 
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measured by the Club Measurer, and a certificate of her sailing 
length has been filed with the Regatta Committee or Judges. 

The Regatta Committee or Judges reserve the right to have any 
yacht remeasured at their pleasure, but such remeasurement shall be 
made at the expense of the Club. All measurements shall be made 
in the presence of the owner of the yacht or his representative. 

A suitable tape shall be provided for the use of the Measurer, and 
this tape shall be used in all measurements of the Club yachts. 

The fee for measuring boats of the first and second classes shaW 
be two dollars, and for all other classes, one dollar. 

RULE 6. 

ALLOWANCES. 

Allowances shall be figured according to the tables prepared by N^ 
G. Herreshoff. 

RULE 7. 

ENTRIES. 

Entries shall be made in the manner prescribed by the Regatta 
Committee. 

RULE 8. 

RE-SAIL. 

The Judges may order a re-sail of any class at their discretion. 
RULE 9. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

Each yacht entered for a race shall be supplied with written or 
printed instru(5Hons as to the conditions of the race, the course to be 
sailed, marks, etc. Nothing shall be considered a mark in the 
course unless especially named in these instru6lions. It shall also 
be designated on which side marks and buoys shall be passed or 
rounded.

RULE lo. 

SAILS. 

For yachts in the first and second classes there shall be no re- 
strictions in regard to sails, except that when a spinnaker is carried 
the pole must be set on the mast. 

Yachts in the third and fourth classes shall be restri(5led to work- 
ing sails as follows : 

For sloops and cutters — jib, forestaysail and mainsail. 

For schooners — mainsail, foresail, forestaysail and jib. 

For cats — mainsail only. 

For yawls — the same sails as cutters with mizzen in addition. 

For knockabouts — mainsail and jib. 

Third class yachts and 25-foot Knockabouts may use a triangular 
spinnaker, but it shall not be used as a balloon jib. 

RULE II. 

HELMSMAN. 

In all races the wheel or tiller of each yacht shall be held only by 
an amateur, who must be a member of this Qub, or a member of the 
Club from which the yacht is entered, 

RULE 12. 

CREW. 

Yachts in the first class may carry six men ; yachts in the second, 
third and fourth classes, five men; knockabouts may carry three 
men, and 25-foot knockabouts may carry four men. No one shall 
join or leave a yacht after the start, except in case of an accident, or 
an injury to some person on board. None but amateurs shall be al- 
lowed on board any yacht when contending for prizes, except that 
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yachts in the first class may carry two paid men, and in other classes 
one paid man. 

An amateur, for the purpose of this rule, shall be defined to be 
one who has never received money, or equivalent compensation, for 
sailing, or assisting to sail, a boat since this Club was organized. 

RULE 13. 

FITTINGS AND BALLAST. 

No water shall be started from or taken into the tanks after the 
signal to start has been made. No more than the usual anchors and 
chains shall be carried during a race, which must not be used as 
shifting ballast, or for altering the trim of the yacht. No ballast 
shall be shipped or unshipped on the day of the race. Shifting bal- 
last shall not be allowed in any race governed by the rules of this 
Club, under penalty of the boat, and the owner of the boat, and any 
other boat belonging to him, being debarred from further entry or 
participation in a race given by this Club. 

RULE 14. 

LIFE BUOYS. 

Yachts of the first and second classes must carry two, and yachts 
of the smaller classes one serviceable life buoy within easy reach of 
the helmsman. 

RULE 15. 

START AND FINISH. 

All starts shall be flying. If any' part of a yacht be on or across 
the line when the signal for her class to start is given, she must re- 
turn, and recross, keeping clear of all competing yachts. 
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RULE i6. 

ANCHORING. 

Yachts may anchor during a race, but must weigh again on 
starting. 

RULE 17. 

SOUNDING. 

Nothing but a hand lead and line shall be used for sounding. 
RULE 18. 

RIGHT OF WAY. 

Section i. When one yacht is approaching another yacht so as 
to involve risk of fouling, one of them shall keep clear of the other 
as follows : 

Sec. 2. A yacht free shall keep clear of one close-hauled. 

Sec. 3. When both yachts are close-hauled, or both free, or 
both have the wind aft and have the wind on opposite sides, the 
yacht with the wind on the port side shall keep clear. 

Sec. 4. When both yachts are close-hauled or free, or both 
have the wind aft and have the wind on the same side, the yacht to 
the windward shall keep clear. 

Sec. 5. A yacht with the wind aft is deemed to have the wind 
on the side opposite to that on which she is carrying her main boom. 
A yacht with the wind aft shall keep clear of a yacht on any other 
point of sailing. 

Sec. 6. An overtaking yacht shall in every case, as long as ah 
overlap exists, keep clear of the yacht which is being overtaken. 
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Sec. 7. An overlap is established when an overtaking yacht has 
no longer a free choice on which side she will pass, and continues 
to exist as long as the leeward yacht by luffing or the weather yacht 
by bearing away is in danger of fouling. 

Sec. 8. For the purpose of this Rule the overtaking yacht shall 
be defined as the one which is sailing faster through the water. 

Sec. 9. When of two yachts one is obliged to keep clear, the 
other shall not so alter her course as to involve risk of fouling. 

Sec. 10. A yacht may luff as she pleases in order to prevent 
another from passing her to windward, providing she begins to luff 
before an overlap has been established. 

Sec. II. A yacht shall not bear away out of her course so as to 
hinder another in passing to leeward. 

Sec. 12. A yacht shall not become entitled to her rights on a 
new course until she has filled away. 

Sec. 1 3. If an overlap exists between two yachts when both of 
them without tacking are about to pass a mark on the required 
side, then the outside yacht must give the inside yacht room to pass 
clear of the mark. A yacht shall not, however, be justified in at- 
tempting to establish an overlap and thus force a passage between 
another yacht and the mark after the latter has altered her helm for 
the purpose of rounding. 

Sec. 14. A mark is any vessel, boat, buoy or other obje6l used 
to indicate the course and does not in the preceding Sedlion involve 
any question of sea room. 

Sec. 15. When a yacht is in danger of running aground, or of 
touching a pier, rock or other obstrudlion, and cannot go clear by 
altering her course, without fouling another yacht, then the latter 
shall on beinghailed by the former, at once give room; and in case 
one yacht is forced to tack or bear away, in order to give room, the 
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other shall also tack, or bear away, as the case may be, at as near 
the same time as is possible without danger of fouling. The start- 
ing line is not an obstru(5tion. 

RULE 19. 

FOULING. 

Section i. A yacht touching a mark or causing a mark to shift 
its position, unless wrongfully compelled to do so by another yacht, 
shall be disqualified. 

Sec. 2. If a yacht, in consequence of a violation of any of these 
Rules, shall foul another yacht, or compel another yacht to foul any 
yacht, mark or obstru(5lion, or to run aground, she shall be disquali- 
fied and shall pay all damages; and any yacht which shall wrongful- 
ly cause another to alter her course in order to avoid fouling, or 
shall, without due cause, compel another yacht to give room under 
Sedlion 15 of Rule 18, or shall herself fail to tack or bear away, as 
required by that Section, or shall in any other way infringe or fail to 
comply with any of these Rules, shall be disqualified. 

RULE 20. 

MEANS OF PROPULSION. 

No means of propulsion, except sails shall be allowed. 
RULE 21. 

ACCIDENTS. 

In case of danger to life, all yachts shall use their utmost endeav- 
ors to render assistance; and if the Committee believe that by so 
doing any yacht was prevented from winning a prize, they may or- 
der the race re-sailed between that yacht and the prize-winners. 
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RULE 22. 

REMOVAL OF MARKS. 

Should any flag vessel or mark be removed, through any circum- 
stances, from its proper position, the race may be re-sailed or not, 
at the diredtion of the Judges. 

RULE 23. 

TIME LIMIT. 

No race in any class shall be considered made unless finished by 
one of the competing yachts within the time limit, when all yachts 
of the class finishing within one hour of the expiration of the time 
limit shall be considered in the race. 

RULE 24. 

PROTESTS. 

All protests must be made to the Judges in writing within one 
hour after the protesting yacht has finished. Protests may be re- 
ceived later if it can be shown that such protest could not have 
been made within the required time. 

The Regatta Committee may also, without a protest, disqualify 
any yacht should it come to their knowledge that she has committed 
a breach of the Rules. 

All questions arising in any race, not covered by these Rules, 
shall be decided by the Committee. 

RULE 25. 

PENALTIES. 

Should a flagrant infringement of the Rules be proved against 
any yacht she may be disqualified, for such time as the Regatta 
Committee may see fit, from sailing in Club races. 
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RULE 26. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The Racing Rules may be amended by a two-thirds' vote at any 
meeting of the Club, provided, however, that the notice of such 
meeting shall have contained the proposed amendment in full. 
When such amendment is properly before any meeting for consid- 
eration it may, before final a6lion thereon, be changed or amended 
by a majority vote, provided the changes offered be germane to the 
subje6l covered by the amendment first proposed. 
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Rules of the House Committee. 



RULE I. 

Guests will be admitted to the Club-house when accompanied by 
a member, but not oftener than once a fortnight, and such introduc- 
tion shall be considered to hold for one day only. This rule does 
not apply to guests on board yachts which may be in the harbor. 
Any member desiring to extend to strangers living at least twenty 
miles from Marblehead the i5rivileges of the House, will be pro- 
vided, upon application to the Superintendent, with cards of invita- 
tion, available for one week, and such members shall be responsible 
to the Club for any charges incurred on such invitation. Cards ex- 
tending for the season the privileges of the Club-house to owners 
of visiting yachts and guests thereon, will be issued only in case of 
yachts whose home port is outside Massachusetts Bay. 

RULE 2. 

No games of any kind shall be played on Sunday in the Club- 
house, or on the grounds adjoining, and playing for money shall not 
be allowed at any time. 
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RULE 3. 
No member or stranger shall be allowed to give, under any pre- 
tence whatsoever, money or any gratuity to any one in the employ- 
ment of the Club. 

RULE 4. 
No member shall take away from the house or grounds of the 
Club any property whatsoever belonging to the Club. In case of 
any destru(5tion, defacement, or injury to any such property, the 
person causing it shall pay the cost of replacing or repairing the 
same, unless the House Committee shall remit his obligation to do 
so. 

RULE 5. 

Sleeping rooms may be engaged of the Superintendent for not 
more than one week ; for a longer period written application should 
be made to the committee, who will accept them in the order of 
their receipt. Members wishing to engage rooms for the season 
will sele6l from the enclosed plans and indicate by numbers the 
rooms they wish to occupy and final assignment of rooms will be 
made by drawing lots therefor, but all applications for rooms for the 
season, must be in the hands of the Superintendent at Marblehead 
on or before Monday, May 23d. After that date, such rooms as 
are not engaged, will be assigned in order of application. The 
rent of a room for the season shall be $^0 for one person, or ^100 
for two persons. 

RULE 6. 

Restaurant charges of all kinds must be paid to the Afad 
waiter by members incurring the same before leaving the dining- 
room, but members living at the Club-house may pay by the week 
if they so desire. Smoking will be allowed in the dining-room aft- 
er 7, P.M., except on Mondays and Thursdays. 
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RULE 7. 

No reprimand shall be given to employees or servants by mem- 
bers of the Club, but complaints of any nature must be made in 
writing, signed by the complaining member or members, addressed 
to the House Committee, and deposited in the box provided for the 
purpose. 

RULE 8. 

Members may bring ladies to the Club-house on Mondays from 
II, A.M., to 10, P.M., and on Thursdays from 5, P.M., to 9.30, 
P.M., but when a holiday occurs on Monday, ladies will not be ad- 
mitted to the Club-house or grounds until after 6, P.M. Members 
intending to dine at the Club-house on nights when ladies are ad- 
mitted, will please notify the Superintendent as early as possible, and 
seats will be assigned in order of application and members must pay 
for seats so reserved unless Superintendent is notified before noon of 
that day that such seats will not be wanted. No member shall have 
a right to engage a table or any particular seats for the season. 

RULE 9. 

No servant of the Club shall receive payment in money for any- 
thing provided by the Club; but all payments shall be made by cou- 
pons taken from coupon books, which can be purchased only of the 
Superintendent. 

RULE 10. 

The Executive Committee have empowered the House Committee 
to suspend from all privileges of the Club, pending a(5lion of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, any member who shall a6l indecorously, or in 
any manner detrimental to the welfare of the Club. 
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RULE II. 

The Club-house will be closed daily at 11.30, P.M., except on 
Saturday evenings when entertainment is provided, when it will be 
closed at midnight. 

RULE 12. 

Any suggestions or complaints shall be made in writing only to 
the House Committee, and deposited in a box provided for that pur- 
pose. Anonymous communications will not be considered. 

RULE 13. 

These rules are subje<5t to alteration and addition by the Com- 
mittee at any time without notice.

SECTION I. 

COLORS, ETC. 



1. Rank. 

In making colors, salutes, etc., the yacht always represents 
the rank of the owner, whether he is aboard or not. 

2. In Commission. 

Yachts in commission should hoist their colors at eight 
o'clock, A.M., and haul them down at sunset, taking time 
from the senior officer present. 

3. In Company with a U. S. Vessel, etc. 

When in company with a United States naval vessel, or at 
anchor off a United States naval station, the senior officer 
should give the time for colors, with such vessel or station. 

(75) 
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4. Entering Port before or after Colors. 

Before colors in the morning and after colors at sunset, the 
ensign and distinguishing flag should be shown when enter- 
ing port, and should be hauled down immediately on coming 
to anchor. 

5. Night Pennants. 

At all other times yachts should fly a night pennant at the 
main, from colors at sunset until colors the next morning. 

6. Guns. 

No guns should be fired for colors except by the yacht 
giving the time, nor from colors at sunset until colors the 
next morning, nor on Sunday. 

7. Exceptions. 

Absence flags and meal pennants are not considered colors . 

8. Half- Masting Colors. 

On Decoration Day and occasions of national mourning, 
the ensign only should be half-masted. On the death of the 
owner of the yacht, both the Club flag and his private signal 
should be half-masted, but not the ensign. When mourning 
is ordered for the death of a member of the Club, the Club 
flag only should be half-masted. This rule should apply to 
yachts both at anchor and underway. 

9. Colors, how Half-Masted. 

Flags should always be mast-headed before half-masting 
them, and should be mast-headed before hauling them down. 
Saluting with the ensign at half-mast should be done by 
mast-heading at first. 
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SECTION II. 
officer in command of anchorage. 
Duties. 

The senior officer present should be in command of the 
anchorage, should give the time for colors, make and return 
salutes, visits, etc. 

Station Vessel. 

His yacht should remain the station vessel until a senior to 
him in rank arrives and assumes the command of the an- 
chorage. 

SECTION III. 
pennant, private signals, etc. 

Flag Officers. 

Flag officers should always fly their pennants while in 
commission. 

Absence Flag. 

Yachts when the owner is not on board should fly at the 
main starboard spreader, during daylight, a blue flag re(5lan- 
gular in shape. This flag should never be flown when under 
way. 

Single- Masted Vessel. 

Single-masted vessels should fly the private signal of the 
owner when entering a home port of this Club or when 
approaching other yachts at sea; at other times the Club 
flag, except when with the squadron, when Section 5 of 
Se<5lion VI, should apply. 
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4. Owner's Meal Pennant. 

A white flag, redlangular in shape, should be flown at 
the main starboard spreader on schooners, and at the star- 
board spreader on single-masted vessels, during the meal- 
hours of the owner. 

5. Crew's Meal Pennant. 

A red pennant should be flown at the fore port spreader 
on schooners, and at the port spreader on single-masted 
vessels, during the meal hours of the crew. 

SECTION IV. 

LIGHTS. 

1. Commodore. 

F^o^^ colors at sunset until sunrise the Commodore should 
show, when on board, two blue lights perpendicularly at the 
stern; when absent, one blue light should be shown. 

2. Vice Commodore. 

The Vice Commodore should show lights as provided for 
the Commodore, substituting red lights in place of blue. 

3. Rear Commodore. 

The Rear Commdore should show lights as provided for 
the Commodore substituting white lights in place of blue. 

4. Cafiains. 

Captains when on board should show a white light under 
the main-boom; when absent this light should be extin- 
guished. 
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SECTION V. 

SALUTES. 

All salutes should be returned in kind. 

1. EXCEFHONS. 

The following rules should not apply to yachts' leaving for 
or returning from a day's sail. 

2. To Vessels of the U. S. Navy. 

Yachts should always salute vessels of the United States 
navy by dipping the ensign once. 

3. Entering Port. 

The Commodore, on entering port to join the squadron^ 
should be saluted on coming to anchor, by the yachts present. 

On all other occasions the Commodore should be saluted,, 
on coming to anchor, by the officer in command. 

Junior flag officers should be saluted, on coming to alichor^ 
by the officer in command, unless the latter be a senior in 
rank, in which case they should salute him. 

Captains should on all occasions salute the officer in 
command. 

4. Leaving Port. 

The senior officer, when leaving the anchorage, excepting^ 
temporarily, should indicate the transfer of command to the 
next in rank by firing a gun on getting under way. AIL 
other yachts should salute the officer in command. 

5. Visits. 

All visits should be made according to rank. 
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6. Passing. 

Yachts passing one another should always exchange salutes 
by dipping the ensign once, juniors saluting first. 
Steam whistles should never be used to make salutes. 

7. From Yachts Entering Port. 

The salute from yachts entering port should be made by 
dipping the ensign once, or by firing a gun, on letting go 
anchor. 

8. To Yachts Entering Port Entitled to a Salute. 

The salute to yachts entering port entitled to a salute 
should be made by dipping the ensign once, or by firing a 
gun, when they let go anchor. 

9. Official Salutes to Foreign Clubs. 

An official salute to a foreign club should be made by 
firing a gun with the flag of the foreign club at the fore on 
schooners and steamers, and at the main on single-masted 
vessels, or, in the absence of such flag, by half-masting the 
Qub flag and firing a gun. When the salute has been 
returned, or a reasonable time for its return allowed, the flag 
should be hauled down, and the Club flag hoisted again. 

10. After Sunset, etc. 

The salute from or to yachts arriving after sunset, or on 
Sunday, should be made immediately after colors on the 
following morning. 
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11. Personal Salutes to Flag Officers. 

When a flag officer makes an official visit a gun should be 
Bred with his pennant at the fore on schooners and steamers, 
and at the main on single-masted vessels, while he remains 
on board. 

12. Personal Salutes to Strangers. 

When a distinguished guest of another club or nationality 
is aboard a schooner-rigged yacht, the distinctive flag of such 
foreign club or nation should be flown at the fore, and the 
flag of the Corinthian Yacht Club at the main, while he is on 
board. 

13. Judges' Boat. 

A yacht a<5ling as Judges' boat should not be saluted dur- 
ing a race. 

14. Quarter-Deck. 

The quarter-deck should always be saluted by lifting the 
cap on coming on board or from below. 

SECTION VI. 

WITH T^IE SQUADRON. 

1. Joining or Parting Company. 

Yachts should report to the commanding officer on joining 
the squadron, and should obtain his permission before leaving 
it. 

2. Guns and Signals. 

When under way, with the squadron, firing guns and sig- 
naling should be avoided, except when joining or parting com- 
pany, or when repeating signals. 
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Squadrons Passing at Sea. 

When squadrons of different clubs meet at sea, salutes 
should be exchanged only by the commanding officers. 

Salutes from Single Yachts. 

Salutes from single yachts at sea should only be answered 
by the flag-ship. 

Single-Masted Vessels. 

Single-masted vessels should fly the private signal of the 
owner when under way with the squadron; when at anchor, 
the Club flag. 

SECTION VII. 

FOREIGN YACHTS. 

When a foreign yacht arrives, the senior officer present 
should send on board, without regard to tank, a tender of the 
civilities of the Club. 

SECTION VIII. 

visiting a foreign port. 

Salutes and Visits on Entering Port. 

Yachts should salute on entering port in the home waters 
of a foreign club, where any of its fleet are lying. After the 
tender of civilities has been made, owners of the entering 
yachts should visit the officer in command of the anchorage. 
All other visits should be made according to rank, visits to 
their equals in rank being made by the owners of the entering 
yachts. 
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2. Both Squadrons in Port. 

If the squadron of this Club be at anchor also, the salute 
should be made to its commanding officer, unless it be a 
senior flag officer of this Club entering, when he should be 
saluted by the officer in command, and should in his turn 
salute the foreign squadron. 

3. Colors. 

The time for colors in the home waters of a foreign club 
should be given with its senior flag officer present. 

4. Meaning of Term "Foreign." 

The term "foreign" should be understood as applying to all 
clubs outside of the waters of the Gulf of Maine. 

SECTION IX. 

BOAT SERVICE. 

1. Precedence. 

The order of entering and leaving boats is, juniors enter 
first and leave last. 

2. Boat Flags. 

Flag officers should fly their pennants, the Fleet Captain 
should fly the private signal of the flag-ship, and captains 
their private signals, when in their boats; members, the Club 
flag. After sunset a white light should be shown at the bow. 

3. Salutes. 

Passing one another, juniors should salute seniors by rais- 
ing the cap. 
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4. Hailing. 

Every boat approaching a yacht at night should be hailed. 

5. 2 Answers to Boat Hails. 

The answer of the Commodore, when intending to board 
should be "Commodore;" for junior flag officers and the 
Fleet Captain, "Flag;" for captains and members, *'Ay, ay;" 
for captains returning on board, the name of their yacht; for 
visitors, "Visitors;" for sailing masters, etc., "No, no," using 
the port side; for passing boats, "Passing."

STORM, WIND DIRECTION, INFORMATION AND HUR- 
RICANE SIGNALS. 



The Storm Signal (a red flag, eight feet square, with black center, three 
feet square) indicates that astor'Ri'of marked violence is expected. 

Ihe Red Pennant (eight feet hoist and fifteen feet fly; displayed with the 
flags, indicates easterly winds, that is, from the northeast to south, inclusive, 
and that the storm center is approaching. 

The White Pennant (eight feet hoist and fifteen feet fly) displayed wi th 
the flags, indicates westerly winds, that is, from north to southwest, inclusive, 
and that the storm center has passed. 

When the Red Pennant is hoisted above the Storm Signal, winds are ex- 
pected from the northeast quadrant; when below, from the southeast quad- 
rant. 

When the White Pennant is hoisted above the Storm Signal, winds are ex- 
pected from the northwest quadrant; when below from the southwest quad- 
rant. 

Night Storm Signals. By night a red light will indicate easterly winds; 
a white above a red light will indicate westerly winds. 

The Information Signal. When displayed at stations on the Atlantic ^ 
Pacific and Gulf coasts indicates that the local observer has received informa- 
tion from the Central Ofiice of a storm covering a limited area, dangerous only 
for vessels about to sail to certain points, and is a notification to shipmasters that 
information will be given them upon application to the local observer. 

The Hurricane Signal (two storm-signal flags, red with black centers, 
displayed one above the other) indicates the expected approach of a tropical 
hurricane or of an extremely severe and dangerous storm. 

No night Information or Hurricane Signals are displayed.

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Code of Fog Signals. 



Sailing vessels, and every craft propelled by sails upon the ocean, 
lakes and rivers, shall, when on ih^it starboard iack^ sound one blast 
of their fo^-horn ; when on their port tacky they shall sound two 
^/«j/j of their fog-horn ; when with the wind abaft the beam, they 
shall sowiid three blasts of their fog-horn; when lying to, they shall 
ring the bell. In each instance the above signal shall be sounded 
at intervals of not more than t7vo minutes. 

All vessels, when not underway, and anchored or moored in the 
channel or fairway of commerce, shall ring the bells at intervals of 
not more than two minutes; and all steamers navigating in a fog or 
thick weather shall, by the rule governing pilots, sound their 
steam-whistles at intervals of not more than one minute. 

It shall at all times be the duty of steamers to give to the sailing 
vessel, or other craft propelled by sails every advantage, and keep 
out of her way. 

Mouth trumpets do not comply with the law for signaling.
